When witness tried to pacity them, 
he waa struck in the back, and turn- 
ing, he caught hold of a man, This 
man, a companion of the deocased, 
broke loose and ran away, but was 
chased and caught.

also pointed out dsccased, who wis 
now across the road, as the man who 
had attempted to strike her husband.

POLICE KICKED 


The constable tried to arrcst him, 
and a struggle ensucd, in which both 
men fell down just inside*the shop. 
A. bystander ran up to help the 
policeman, and then « witness’ 
prisoner broke loose and kleked the 
constable, : 

Witness stized him aytaln, and saw 
deceased pct up and go towards the 
back of the shop, The constable and 
hls helper followed, th: constable 
blowing his whistle. A few minutes 
Inter witness heard ‘two shots, and 
shortly after that the pollecman and 
his htlper returned, The policeman 
telephoned nnd a squid of police 
arrived, 

Deceased'y wife, who had ccen the 
fiat. declared that the constable had 
struck her husband with a trunchcon 
when he would not come to the 
statian. She sald she had seen her 
husband shot by the pollorman, but 
he did. not threaten the constable 
with a chopper, ns was ‘alleged.

F all the cities in the Orient, Hongkong has been the residence of an imposing 
galaxy of talented individuals, who, by thelr versatility and plodding endeavour 
have earned for themselves the reward of merited and enduring fame. One of those who made our |

Perhaps no one has contributed more than he towards paving ‘ 


the way for the cordial ‘understanding between China and the West; for his translation of and 


commentary upon the corps of the “Chinese Classics’—a herculean Inabour entirely conceived 
and executed in Hongkong—have been the means of penetrating the veil of stygian -darkness_ 


-which formerly obscured. China 


and all things Chinese. Indeed, 


his work that it is to-day yet held to be the standard, and is justly 
all those who seck to gain a comprehensive insight inte the more of Chinese. thought; for, as alt 
those who are acquainted with this remarkable people realise, the Classics, snd especially the © 
“our Books” of the great Sages, Confucius and Menclus, are in reality the foundation ‘of Chinese: 
ethics, and, moreover, were until quite recent yenrs, the corner-stone upon which the entire struc- 
tural fabric of the Chinese system of education was laid. 


James Legge was born at Huntley, 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland, and ke 
many n Caledontan lud before and 
since, early hearkened to the call of 
the East, so that we first find him at 
the age of 24 labouring us an. instruc- 
tor in the Anglo-Chinesc school ut 
Malacca. His few months of Chincse 
study under the tutelage of Prof. 
Kidd at the University of London had 
Dred him with a desire to thoroughly 
master the written lunguage of these 
teeming millions of Asin, and al- 
though Malneca had a considerable 
Chinese population, they were largely 
merchants and petty traders who had 
litle knowledge to Impart to a man 
of Legge’s impetuous. ardour and 
commendable assiduity, so,that there- 
fore he determined after some years 
of more or less restricted, 1£ not boot- 
Tess effort, to transfer-the ficld of his 
Iabours to n more'congental and pro- 
fitable envjronment—Hongkong.

Dr. Legge arrived in Hongkong 
with his family in May 1843, and as 
he sald jn his own words somc thirty 
years later, “I have not forgotten the 
sensations: of delight with which, 
when we bad passed Green Island, I 
contempluted the ranges of hills on 
the north and the south, embosominn 
between them the tranquil waters of 
the bay. I seemed to feel that I had 
found at Inst the home for which I 
had Icft Scotland.” Little do we 
renlise at the present day that at that 
time the decision to make Hongkong 
a place .of European residence was 
truly a momentous one; for the newly 
dedicated Colony cnjgyed during the 
first decade or so of its existence the 
invidious reputation of being the most 
unhealthy spot on the globe, and 
many a Briton of that era questioned 
the wisdom of Her Majesty's coun- 
sellors for retaining such n barren, 
insalubrious and inauspicious island 
which was nothing more nor less than 
one vast cemetery, Indeed, so dread- 
ed was the place that those who visit- 
ed the Colony Jn the carly forties 


—_—_-—-——were-"thank ful-to-—Providence— that. 


they had‘managed to come out allve, 
and that if the truth were gencrally 
known no sone human being would 
dure to make Hongkong his home 
for In this fever-ridden spot life was 
so uncertain, that of ‘the graves dug 
“euch morning, none knew who wotld 
be the ‘occupant before nightfall!” 
Leguce himscolf remarked: “Although 
I was charmed with the general 
appearance of the place, and the 
energy that was manifest in Inying 
out the ground and pushing on bulld- 
ing, I found .many of ‘the residents 
oppressed with gloom because of its 
unhesithiness.” As we look brick 
upon that period now nearing the 
century mark, we cin scarcely com- 
prehend the fecllngs of those carly 
eltizens, and we are omuzed that the 


nome “Hongkong fever” was at one 
tlme a term defined in medtcal 
dictlonarles; yet when we consider 
that the real cause of malaria was 
stl ounisnown, and that) sanitary 
arrangements of the infant Colony 
were neglirible with open drains 
everywhere, We are not at all sure 
prised ut the wastage of human Ilves; 
for under such conditions “an atmose 
phere of disease, which only the 
strongest constitutions and prudent 
living: were able to resist, might be 
said to envelope the inhabitants duy 
and night.” . 
Dr. Legge was, however, not 9 man 
to be deterred by even such a melane 
choly portrayal; for he truly fore+ 
daw that the Colony was destined ..o 
enjoy n greut future, and, that. by 
temperate ving the span of human 
fe would be just as greatas In Eng- 
Jand or Jn America, In fact, the 
mortality statistles of Hongkong at- 
fest that after the first decndé, con- 
ditions improved ..cnormously with 
LMectual drainnge, a‘better supply of 
water, and the planting of trees and 
vegetation on the erstwhile barren 
Jsland, Indeed, the death rate for 
foreign residents, not Including the 
military, averaged from 1860-1870 n 
little over four per cent. whilst in 
1868—nn exceptional yenr—the mor-

In the first directories of the Colony 
we find that Dr, Legge is mentioned

Indeed, the beginning 
was in wv Very humble way, and arose 
out of. the doctor’s wont of holding 
Sunday services In the drawing-room 
of his residence. So large did the 
congregation that flocked to hear his 
preaching become that in 1054 it be- 
came Imperative that more spacious 
quarters should be sought, so o mect- 
ing-house was erected at the corner 
pf Peel and Stounton streets, This 
udifice continued to serve the religious 
needs of u considernble portion of the 
community until 1886 when il was 
demolished und the church moved to 
its present site. 
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Ot course, the greatest accomplisne 
cent of Dr. Legge’s sojourn was te 
translation of the “Chinese -Classles,” 
This monumental task of profound 
erudition was commenced early in his 
residence here, ond was finnily com- 
pleted in the year 1856, nithough it 
was not printed until five years later. 
Indeed, it was only through the gen- 
erosity of Mr. Joseph , Jardine at 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co, whe 
kindly ‘consented to defray the costs | 
of publication that It became possible 
for the seven volumes of the work to 
he given to the world at all. The 
némirable translation received the 
neclaim of savants everywhere, and 
Dr. Legge’s reputation as a Sinologuc 
was firmly .established. Indeed, | s0 
secure were his laurels that upon the 
eve of his impending retirement-from 
the Colony in 1875, his admirers 
amongst the merchant community 
contributed to the founding of u Conlr 
of Chinese Language and Literature 
at Oxford University with the express 
proviso that he should be the first 
occupant. This professorship was 
flied by him until his death ot Ox- 
ford on November 27, 1897. - 
__In_conclusion, one_might say that 
few men have been Armer believers’ 
In the greatness of our Colony and 
In his words uttered shortly belore he 
left our shores ring a‘ prophetic note: 
“When I try to pierce Into the future, 
I see a‘railway from Kowloon to 
Cunton. 1 sce a trunk Hine from Hane 
kow to Canton, and branch Iines con- 
necting with it from the great pro- 
vinces of the west, and from Chekiong 
and Fukien on the cast. I see this 
island the natural outict to atl Europe, 
und by the Pacific nes to the United 
States, for the ‘mineral wealth and 
varlous produce of one half the great 
Chinese nation.

and subtenants in them, being forced 
to pay ever higher rents to each 
successive landlord. 


Over-crowding — regulations must 
te enforced, | and supplemented 
by new regulations and powers 
" necessary.

{follows certain natural laws 
—people over-croy ‘d where a good 


market is to be found, they over-,

The Rev. J. D. Maclean sald: 
You must forgive me a personal 
introduction to my subject. Housing, 
and especially the adequate social 
life of the poor has always com~ 
manded my attention and Interest. 
At home in Scotland I worked. on 
sucial surveys in different parts of 
the country, and was ao member for 
three years of two housing com- 
mlttees which carried out several 
Governmente-nided housing schemes. 

To my mind, housing: and the 
development of. good citizenship are 
closely related, and so it 1s from that 
angle that I would approach the 
subject of housing in Hongkong upon 
which I have been asked to speak to 
you, 

Nowadays, 1 do not believe that 
the average standard of housing is 
higher anywhere in the world than 
it Is {n Great Britain. That docs not 
mean that the Britlsh authoritles are 
ratisficd with what has been done in 
England, Scotland and Wales. Only 
tecently 1 read that the biggest single 
slum-clearing project which has yet 
been attempted Is to be begun very 
soon in Lundon. ‘Because of this 
fact, the contrast between the 
standard of housing for the poor at 
home, and the standard for the poor 
in Hongkong, was one of the features 
of life In the Colony which struck 
me most forcibly shortly after I ar- 


tived. 
PERSONAL HYGIENE 

Let me take cne simple iWustration 
—the ‘subject of personal hygiene. 
Let me quote Vera Brittaln on the 
subject in regard to Enyland, “most 
English families are still in the habit 
of retiring to bed with the day's 
grime deposited upon thelr persons.” 
Later she writes of the “great British 
middie class .with its universal 
itandard of respectable discomfort.’ 
But even this grimy class with Its 
standard of “respectable discomfort,” 
bathes once a week. Gentlemen, this 
weeldy bath is recognised by Govern- 
ment; it is co much o habit that 
ofMfcinl notice of if has been taken 
to the extent that in practically all 
Government-alded housing schemes, 
hdequate bathing facilities ore re- 
quired of all building authorities who 
erect new houses, . 

In Hongkong, where bathing, even 
for the great grimy British middle 


-class -is-a-—necessity_at_least_once a 


day, the same provision is made for 
{t, but the same Is not true of the 
working-class and the poor, who have 
the dirtlest work of the community 
to do. : 
During the past summer we read 
of how the Chinese innate sense of 
clennliness caused certain unfortunate 
individuals to be punished for “in- 
decent. exposure of the person.” 
Why? Because it is utterly im- 
possible to instal a bath on a bed- 
space measuring four feet by Ave 
feet, and that is the only home of 
thousands of our fellow beings in this 
community, Among the poor of 
Hongkong the version of the. English

NO PRIVACY AT HOME 


But you cannot lock a door on a 
bed-space; you cannot close the 
shutters, for there arc none to sccure 
adequate privacy for your wife and 
daughters; and far from being able 
té secure an hour's respite from the 
members of your own familly, you 
can’t even sccure a moment's freedom 
trom the often unncighbourlincss of 
your neighbours. $ 

When I made my first timid en- 
quirles into these conditions and 
visited some of the houses in close 
proximity to my own home the fact 
which shocked me most was. the 
number of persons living in such 
conditions under one roof. On one 
floor I. discovered no less than 46 


people. ‘I admit that this number Is| 


exceptional, and ‘that the average Js 


nearer 25 persons per floor, but thinkc |. 


of It! Twenty-five people. Mving and 
performing all the normal functlon3s 
necessary to a happy physical life, 
within a space 30 fect by ten feet; 
in many cases without anything 
ippronching decent sanitary arrange- 
nients, 

Shortly after I had begun my own 
enquiries I met several men who 
were also interested in this and other 
problems concerning the welfare of 
soclety im general ond the poor in 
particular. And after much study of 
the causes of poverty locally, we 
decided to make a social survey of 
,overty in Hongkong. This wns 
commenced and pursued for some 
time, but was agreed to be futile. 


CASE IN POINT 

The information which we collected 
Was such that it could not come within 
a muflion miles of being called 
scientific. ; 

To give you on example of ‘what 
1 mean, the head of one family re- 
Lorted something like this: he had to 
keep himself, a wite and four chilaren, 
ne was ‘$200 Lr debt, his rent was 
35 a month, and It cost him $1 per 
day for food, and he earned $7 per 
month, This information was im- 
mediately followed by a request for 
a huwker’s licence for his wife. 


Such and similar cases were repeated |: 


dozens of times in the ‘course of our 
enquirtes so that we were forced to 
give~the-matter-up-as- useless, 
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from the medical point of view, 
examination and record will be:mad? 
of every tenant, For.these ends we 
are dependent upon 
selfish service of our Chinese 
friends, for few of us have a speok- 
ing knowledge of Cantonese. This 
scheme $s financed by our own small 
group, and amounts to a small subsidy 
on ench flat, in order that the rents 
which we charge may be such that. 
the tenants can pay economically. 
This subsidy ts necessary because the 
maximum rental of $1 per head for 
healthy accommodation ts not sufMctent 
to pay the rents charged to us by 
the owners. Other expenses arc also 
involved. A warden has been cho 
gaged, Ughting, ond the usual 
nmenities have also to be met. 


This experiment is based upon 
certain beliefs, viz. 


(1) That before you can create 
good citizens, , the community, 
or at least the responsible 
gection of the community must 
provide, or see that they are 
provided, 
healthy living conditions, 

(2) That these’ conditions can be 
created economically. 

(3) That to ralse the standard of 
citizenship, locally, certain 


Thereafter still with the burden of 
the fe of the poor upon our minds, 
we made o brief study of what was 
belng done to alleviate their conditiol.s 
by the various charitable agencies at 
work in the Colony, and the idcal 
of service we had In common was 
dissatisfied with what we found out; 
the only society which came’ within 
a hundred miles of our ideal was 
the Society for the Protection of 
Children, and we felt -that even in 
that instance, the problent before it 
was sv immense, that even its best 
efforts—and many of them are ex- 
cellent—were only pouring water 
into the sca. We came to the con- 
clusion that the existing methods of 
organised charity were far too costly

The Journal suys that since China 
abandoned the silver standard “the 
only major dtmand for silver comes 
from private -holders in Indin who 
bought exceptionally heavy in the 
past two years. Shipments to India, 
however, declined recently and India 
on Monday was a.heavy seller. At 
present America is absorbing.the bulk 
of the Mexican output, and there is 
no indication so far whether she will 
continue todo so, or whether Mexican 
silver will be sold to London.” 

The Journal: . estimates. that 
30,000,000 ounces of China silver ar- 
rived in London during past weeks, 
apparently to use as a credit base, 
since {t has not yet been offered on 
the market, 


The-World Telegram understands 
that 10,707,000 ounces of Chinese 
silver arrived in New York making 
total receipts from Chinn on the 
recent movement of 30,000,000 ounces. 
The newspaper comments “presum- 
ably this is to be used as collateral 
credits for-{he Chinese Government.” 

The newapaper understands that 
the Japanese captured n considerable

James Legge was born at Huntley, 
Aberdeenshire, .Scotland, and Ike 
many o Caledonian Ind before and 
since,.carly henrkencd to the call of 
the East, 50 that we first find him at 

- the age of 24 Inbouring as an instruc- 
tor In the Anglo-Chinese school at 
Malacca, ‘His few months of Chinese 
study under the tutelage of Prof. 
Kidd at the University of London had 
fired .him with o desire to thoroughly 
maater tho written Innguage of these 
teeming millions of Asia, und al- 
though Malucca had a considerable 
Chinese population, they: were largely 
morchants and petty traders who had 
little knowledge to impart to a man 
of Legge’s impetuous ardour and 
commendable assidulty, so that there- 
fore he determined after some years 
of more or less restricted, if not boot- 
less effort, to transfer the ficld of his 
Inbours to n more congenial and pro- 
fitable environment—Hongkong,

Dr, Legge arrived in’ Hongkong 
with his family in May 1043, and as 
he said In his own words some thirty 
years later, "I have not forgotten the 
sensations of delight with which, 
when we had passed Green Island, 1 
contemplated the ranges of hills on 
the north and the south, embosominn 
between them the tranquil waters of 
the bay. I scemed to feel that I had 
found at last the home for which I 
had left Scotland.” Little do we 
realise at the present duy that at that 
tlme the decision to make Hongkong 
n place of European residence ‘was 
truly a momentous onc; for the newly 
dedicated Célony enjoyed during the 
first decade or so of its existence the 
invidious reputation of belng the most 
unhealthy spot on the globe, and 
many a Briton of that era questioned 
the wisdom of Her Majesty's coun- 
sellors for retaining such x barren, 
{nsalubrious and innuspiclous {sland 
which was nothing more nor less than 
one vast cemetery. Indeed, so dread- 
ed was the place that those who visit- 
ed the Colony In the early forties 
were “thank(ul to Providence that 
they had managed to come out alive, 
and that {{ the truth were gencrally 
known no sanc_himan being would 
dare to make Hongkong his home; 
for !n thls fever-ridden spot Hfe was 
so uncertain, that of ‘the graves duxz 
cach morning, one knew who would 
be the occupant before nightfall.’ ” 
Legge himself remarked: “Although 
IT was charmed. with. the general 
appearance of the place, and the 
energy that was -munifest in laying, 
out the ground and pushing on build- 
ing, I found: many of the residents 
oppressed with gloom because of its 
unhealthiness”" As we look back 
upon that perfod now nearing the 
century mark, we can scarcely com- 
prehend the feelings of those carly 
cltizens, and we are amazed that the 


name “Hongkong fever’ was nt one 
time mu term defined in medical 
dictlonaries; yet when we consider 
that the rea) cause of malarin was 
ati unknown, and that sanitary 
arrangements of the Infant Colony 
were negligible with open drains 
everywhere, we ore not at’ all sure 
prised ‘at the wastage of human Hves; 
for under such conditions “an atmos- 
nere of disease, which only the 
Strongest constitutions and prudent 
Nving were able to resist, might be 
sald to envelope the Inhabitants diay 
and night." ‘ 

Dr. Legge was, however, not a man 
to be deterred by even such a melan- 
choly portrayal; for he truly fore- 
Saw that the Colony was destined to 
enjoy a great future, and that by 
temperate Ilving the span of human 
fe would be Just as great as in Eng- 
land or In America, In fact, the 
mortality statistics of Hongkong at- 
test that after the first decade, .con- 
ditions Improved enormously «with 
bffcctual drainage, a better supply of 
water, and the planting of trees and 
Vegetation on the erstwhile barren 
Island. Indeed, the ‘death rate for 
foreign residents, not including the 
military; averaged from 1860-1870 n 
Jittle over four per cent.; whilst in 
1868—un exceptional year—the mors 
tality rate was slightly under 2 per 
cent.—a rate snid to be much lower 
than that prevailing in England at 
that date.

In the first directories of the Coluny 
tve find that Dr. Legge is mentioned 
hs a minister of the London Misslon- 
hry Society with headquarters ,in 
Hollywood Road. Indeed, tt was due 
largely to his vision und patient, 
steady work that the Society was 
enabled to accomplish so much yood 
umongst the Chinese «people of 
Kwangtung. He renllsed, however, 
that in order to gain converts much

Of course, the greatest accomplish- 
ment of Dr. Legite's sojourn was the 
translation of the “Chinese Classics. 
This monumental task of profound 
erudition was commenced early in hls 
residence here, and was finally com- 
pleted in the year 1856, nithough jt 
was not printed until five years later. 
Indeed, it was only through the gen- 
crosity of ‘Mr, Joseph Jurdine of 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co, who 
tindly consented to defray the costs 
of publication that it became possible 
for the seven volumes of the work to 
be given to the world at all, The 
admirable transition received the 
neclaim of savants everywhere, and 
Dr. Legge’s reputation as 0 Sinologue 
was firmly established, Indeed, 50 
secure were his Jourels that upon the 
eve of his impending retirement from 
the Colony in 1878, his admirers 
amongst the merchant community 
contributed to the founding.of a Chair 
of Chinese Language ‘and Literature 
at Oxford University with the express 
proviso: that he should be the firs 
occupant, This professorship was 
filed by him until his death at Ox- 
ford on November 27, 1897. 

In conclusion, one might say that 
few men have been firmer believers 
in. the greatness of our Colony and 
Tin his words tittered shortly before he 
teft our shores ring a prophetic notc: 
“When L try to pierce into the future, 
T see on rallway from Kowloon to 
Canton, I sce a trunk line from Han- 
Jeow to Canton, and branch lines con- 
necting with it from the great pro- 
vinees of the west, and from Cheklong 
und Fukien on the cast. I see this 
island the natural outlet to all Europe, 
and by the Paclfle lines to the United 


States, for the mineral wealth and 


various produce of one half the great 
Chinese nation. I[ sce itself the home 
ofa happy population, three times 
more numerous than the present, and 
foreigner and Chinese dwelling toe 
vether In mutual apprectation.”

Thirdly under the amended act 

it will’ not be iegal to sell bonds or 
securities to aggressor. It wil 
prohibit Americans from travelling 
on the vessels of warring nations, and 
Qnally will ban goods under embargo 
being carrled by American vessels.

Tho thoroughly competent necd 
never fear the competition of the 
half-tralned or hastily trained, for the 
difference between them Is as ‘wide os 
the ocean Itself. 

Nothing worth while was ever 
achieved fn o hurry, . and modern 
youth ‘must realise thet they will have 
to concentrate and work even as thelr 
fathers.and mothers had to do before 
them. I would be a grave disservice 
to employers and the young folks if 
they were encouraged to believe 
dlfferently. 

Already there. are hundreds of 
thousands of half-trained people in 
industry, and It is this class which 
always provides such o problem for 
statesmen and employers when the 
Inevitable industrial slump arrives in 
Pperlodic cycles.
